“It is impossible to oper- 
ate an efficient system of vo- 
cational education, and if it 
were possible, it would be 
wrong to do it,” Professor

Dr. Ginzberg’s preference 
for general, over vocational, 
education does not imply «a 
leaning towards pure science 
a® against technology. Israel's 
universities, he says, are 
producing men for research 
instead of industry — because 
Israel had no industry in 
the past and is only at the 
very beginnings of industrial- 
ization now.
